Names of these “important as- 
sistants’’ who will help Eisenhower 
make an orderly transfer of ad- 
ministration are expected to be 
made public next week. 


This was the word here today as 
Eisenhower exchanged telegrams 
and personal messages with Presi- 
dent Truman. 


EARLY ACTION URGED 


President Truman asked Eisen- 
hower to name representatives for 
conferences with the State and De- 
fense departments as early as pos- 
sible.

DEATH ON ATLANTA STREETS 
Traffie Violator’ Free 
Despite 43 Offenses - 


By KEELER McCARTNEY 


Lack of co-operation among law enforcement agen- 
cies; one with the other and with the courts, is blamed 
by safety leaders for creating loopholes through which 
a repeat violator may escape unnoticed. 

As an example, the Atlanta Traffic Court on Feb. 
23, 1950, placed in indefinite revocation the driver’s 
license of a 25-year-old Atlantan who had been arrested 
for his 43rd vonsecutive traffic offense. 

In an entirely separate action, the Decatur City 
Court on July 27, 1950, ordered the same. man’s driver’s 
license placed in indefinite suspension. | 

On Feb. 5, 1952, he was arrested by Atlanta police 
on charges of speeding 55 miles per hour and driving 
without a license. Records show he paid a $133 fine on 
the speeding charge and was bound over to a higher 
court for driving while his license was impounded by two 
separate courts.

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Forest Fire Crisis 
Demands Action 


Dry weather, which last summer 
cost Georgia millions in lost crops, may 
now be taking an even greater toll. The 
drought of recent weeks, coupled with 
the usual fall fire hazards, has brought 
to the state the most disastrous forest 
fires since the creation of the State For- 
éstry Commission nearly 30 years ago. 

The windswept woods blazes are rag- 
ing through a tier of north Georgia 
counties, destroying not only timber, but 
also homes and barns and livestock. , 

The forestry commission 
declared a state of emergency, expressly 
banning the setting of any fire within 
the critical area. National Guardsmen 
have been ordered into service and other 
units are standing by to report on- call. 
The situation demands drastic action. 

It is significant that the worst fire 
reported is in White County, where there 
is no organized fire control unit. The 
majority of Georgia’s counties have or- 
ganized fire protection. The present 
crisis will surely give impetus to the 
recommendation that the protection be 
extended to all 159 counties. 

Meanwhile, we must recognize the 
state of emergency and comply fully 
with the forestry director’s orders in re- 
gard to caution in the woods. 

Forest fires are no different from 

any other kind. They cost in timber 
lost, in property destroyed, in lives 
taken—wildlife, livestock, in some cases 
humans. 
* Only those who have been through 
a forest fire can know the helplessness 
and horror of one whose holdings are 
overrun by flames which mount and 
leap and run beyond control. 

He who has had that experience will 
join readily with the recent contributor 
_to our letters column who said capital 
punishment should be reserved for 
woods burners. 


Maybe We've Heard 
Last of the Pollsters 


The professional pollsters, in fore- 
casting the 1952 race, made an even 
bigger miscalculation than they did in 
1948. In so doing, they may have dis- 
credited themselves to such an extent 
that this peculiar device will become a 
thing of the past. 

The otitcome certainly reflects the 
unteliability of the polls, which in this 
instance, as in 1948, failed completely to 
Measure public opinion. 

The fact that they did may have had 
considerable bearing on the outcome of 
the election. Certainly it gave the 
Democrats hope that another 1948 was 
in the making, bringing a relaxation 
within their ranks. Deliberate or not, 
it gives rise to grave doubts about hon- 
esty in conducting the surveys. Cer- 
tainly in 1948 the Republicans relaxed 
after the polls had predicted a sweep of 
the election and Harry Truman, who 
did not relax, went on to victory. 

At any rate, the polls have been re- 
vealed as complete failures in measur- 
ing the voting intent of the American 
people. We hope the poll in American 
elections will now be relegated to its 
proper place, and that pollsters, too, 
will disappear from the scene. Cer- 
tainly our leaders should not accept the 
poll as a measure of American thinking.

Europe Is Showing 
Signs. of Recovery 


The surest sign of recovery of West- 
ern Europe and the success of Ameri- 
can policy there js the increasing inde- 
pendence of these nations expressed 
through their willingness to “talk back” 
to the United States. Note of this fact 
was made recently by New York Times 
Correspondent Michael Hoffman in Ge- 
neva: “They are awfully tired of feel- 
ing dependent upon the United States.” 

The aim ‘of the Marshall Plan and 
other United States aid programs was 
designed to accomplish just that end. 
We adopted a policy of building their 
economic strength to a point where they 
could go along without American aid, 
while at the same time preventing them 
from becoming dependent upon Com- 
munist Russia. 

These nations are now turning away 
from the idea of dependence upon 
United States aid to keep their econo- 
mies going. They are adopting a slogan 
of “Trade, Not Aid.” In that connec- 
tion, five of our allies charged last week 
that the United States has violated the 
worldwide general agreement on tariffs 
and trade. in imported dairy products 
Their resentment was expressed by a 
Danish leader, as reported by Time, as 
follows: 

“It' is incomprehensible that the 
United States prefers to continue to 
assist. us through dollar grants from the 
American taxpayer ... instead of allow-

ing us to pay in goods for dollars we 


urgently need to buy American prod- 
ucts.” 

Stalin stressed at the recent icetow 
conference that dissension among the 
free powers over markets and trade 
would lead to division and further war 
among them, rendering them powerless 
to prevent eventual Kremlin control. 
Only a farsighted program of co-opera- 
tion among the free nations can prevent 
his prophecy from coming to pass. 

Economic co-operation through rea- 
sonably free trade among the nations 
of the free world is the best answer to 
Stalin.. British historian Sir Arnold 
Toynbee says that economic and political 
union of the West is the only thing that 
can prevent. communism from suceceed- 
ing in its goals. 

General Eisenhower has urged and 
promoted the breakdown of economic 
barriers in. Western Europe for the wel- 
fare and security of all the nations. 
He must-see, too, that a policy of eco- 
nomic isolation for the United States 


‘can lead only to disastrous consequences 


for the free world in the long-term pull. 
Economic co-operation or. a perma- 
nent national “give-away” program are 


the two alternatives we apparently face. 


Success or failure of our efforts to con- 
tain communism rest ultimately on the 
economic decisions we must make in the 
immediate future. 

We hope that Europe’s new self- 
reliance can be guided so as to pre- 
vent jealousies and resentment from 
dividing the free nations. That will be 
the supreme test facing those who will 
guide our foreign policies during the 
next four years.

Bolt: May Prowe 
Costly to South 


WASHINGTON—Some observers see a. 
sort of strange poetic justice in the fact that 
the revolt of traditionally Democratic voters 
of some Southérnand border states has cost 
these states the position of dominance they 
have held in Congress’ for ‘the past. 20 ears, 
For without the “uprising in some of these 
states against the party in power, it now 
seems apparent that the Democrats would 
have retained control of both the House and 
the Senate, although lesing the presidency by 

a landslide majority. 


In consequence, Democrats ‘from the 


South and border states will have to give up 
the se oa committee chairmanships they 
— have commanded ‘in Con- 


gress by virtue of seni- 


ority standing. The loss 
falls particularly heavy 
on old line ~-Southern 
Democrats who have held 
most of the important 
'chairmanships for the 
greater part of two 

decades. 
Of the 15 standing com- 
x 3 mittees of the Senate, for 
se aa example, eight chairman- 
ships are pea held by Southern Demo- 
crats and two others by the border states. In 
the House the situation is equally one-sided. 
Southern Democrats there hold 10 of the 49 
major chairmanships, with two others held 
by border states representatives. They in- 
clude the top-ranking committees of both 

chambers. 

While General Eisenhower won the presi- 
dential election by a landslide majority in 
the electoral and popular vote, the Repub- 
licans have apparently captured control of 
Congress by only a hairline margin. 


As a product of the party revolt fanned by 
men like Byrd of Virginia, Byrnes of South 
Carolina, and Shivers of Texas, the Repub- 
licans appear to have. picked up at least 
seven new congressmen from the South and 
border region—three in Virginia, one in 
North Carolina, and one each in Maryland, 
West Virginia and Afizona. That would have 
been more than enough to insure continued 
Democratic control, if these states had fol- 
lowed their normal voting habits. 


And in the Senate the Democrats lost 
three border state seats which spelled the 
balance of power in the upper chamber— 
Kentucky, Maryland and Arizona. Two of 
them would have been enough to maintain 
control by the party in power. The division 
here will be 48 Republicans and 47 Demo- 
crats, with Senator Morse of Oregon declar- 
ing himself as an independent. 


It is entirely reasonable to suppose that 
without the clamor of revolt raised by the 
Byrd-Byrnes-Shivers claque the South and 
border states would have held their lines and 
the Republicans would have been denied the 
gains that have made it possible for them to 
take over organization control of the two 
houses of Congress. Southern recalcitrants, 
therefore, have fouled their own nest, forc- 
ing their own leaders to give up important 
posts of advantage held for a long number of 
years. 

And in doing so they violated their own 
pledges of loyalty to the party ticket, as 
given at the Democratic National Conven- 
tion at Chicago last July. 

What political repercussions these defec- 
tions will have in the South remains to be 
seen. In the past they have meant political 
oblivion for the leaders of revolt.

At the risk of drawing condemnation for 
embarking upon a subject—politics, it is— 
which has been pounded to a pulp in recent 
months, the purpose of the next few para- 
graphs will be to draw a parallel upon eco- 
nomic and political happenings in the state 
of Georgia.

‘Grouped under this broad 
classification are such subjects as lumber, 
furniture, métals, machinery, food, textiles, 
apparel, paper, chemicals, etc. During the 
month of September there were 309,300 per- 
sons employed in Georgia in manufactur- 
ing. Now turn the calendar back to 1939. 
In that year there were only 176,877 persons 
in this state engaged in manufacturing oc- 
cupations. 

We can readily see the impact of the

Capt. Evans’ Epidermis 


. PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 7—Late in August I. had a 
letter from a fellow named Rosenstein in Philadelphia. In 
so. many words Rosy wanted to know: (1) If the University 
of Georgia knew that the University of Pennsylvania foot- 
ball team had two Negro members, (2) If Georgia had ever 
played against Negroes before and (3) What the reaction 
was in the state of Georgia to the prospect of playing 
against Negroes. 

Also in so many words, my condensed answer read thusly: 

(1) Yes, (2) Yes, and (3) None. 
It would have been rather difficult to overlook the presence of 
Negroes on Pennsylvania’s team in the 


first place. The captain is a Negro, Bob , 


Evans, and so is a high-hipped end named 
Ed Bell. Furthermore, both were all- 
Eastern last year, and in some cases 
Evans was all-America. 

Nothing further would have come of 
the color mixture in this game had not a 
most unfortunate event occurred on. the 
Penn campus this week. Evans was sud- 
denly and mysteriously declared ineligible. 
Scholastic troubles, athletic difector Fran 
Murray said. 

The story was constructed of faulty 
fibre, for Evans is president of the 
highest scholastic society on the 
campus. A student of honor calibre 
doesn’t slip below the borderline in the 
period of a few days. He wouldn’t slip 
without the attention of his instructors 
and his coaches. Thus, the story had a 
faint odor of sturgeon. 


Then there were more developments. Evans was rushed to the 
university hospital and barred from contact with the public. He was 
suffering from an intestinal disorder, his doctor said, and that was 
that. Even his family and closest friends didn’t know what to make 
of it. They awoke Friday morning as much in the dark as all Philadel- 
phia, and Penn goes into the game with Georgia Saturday wondering 
whatever become of Capt. Bob Evans. 


—Then There Was John Henry Johnson 


The worst, of course, was bound to come. The most likely rumor 
possible took hold and spread around town. All day Friday the Penn 
athletic offices were put to denying a story that Evans had been 
cancelled out because Georgia was the opponent. 


It is indeed fortunate that Ed Bell is on the squad. Bell 
is a house-wrecking end and he’ll show up for the game Satur- 
day. He plays both offense and defense. He has no troubles, 
mental or physical, and he’ll play against Georgia. 


Frankly, I don’t believe the idea ever entered the mind of 
Georgia, the state, that is. I'd never given it any consideration, 
personally. I knew Evans and Bell are Negroes and greaf athletes, 
and I know Georgia expected to play Penn at full strength. It took 
Mr. Rosenstein to awaken me to the fact that some narrow-minded 
individuals might have been thinkir~ otherwise. 


As I get it, Georgia played against Negroes as Aong ago as 
1929, when the Bulldogs went to New York City to meet NYU 
I saw them play against John Henry Johnson of St. Mary’s in 
San Francisco in 1950, and 1! wished I hadn’t. 
Georgia exercised the greatest of caliition in its approach to 
John Henry, fearing, perhaps, any sort of untoward incident might 
reflect on the univérsity. John Henry exercised no caution. He em- 


ployed the most flagrant form of tackling I’ve ever seen, got away | 


with it and individually cost Georgia a tie. But the Bulldogs left 
the West Coast regarded as gentlemen. 


—But It Is the Wise Thing To Do 


Philadelphia has been far more wrought up, about the Evans 
incident than the Georgia game this week. For one thing, the 
upset whipping dealt by Penn State didn’t help affairs. The Lions 
are regarded as the poor country cousins from up an the Nittany 
mountains, and defeat was humiliating. It was caused, incidentally, 
by a big Negrq guard named Roosevelt Grier, who recovered a fumble 
that set up the winning touchdown. 


Among Georgia personnel, there was a great deal more in-_ 
terest in Sugar Bowl developments than, the epidermis of the 
opposing Quakers. The arising hour Friday was timed with the 
arrival hour in Washington, and by the time the train sped 
past College Park, Md., news had spread that Maryland had been 
invited to sin against the Southern Conference again. 


It would make a great match, Maryland against Georgia Tech. 
The best in the nation. I know Bobby Dodd would be happy to in- 
dulge. But I wonder if it’s the wise thing to do in the face of public 
censure of repeated flaunting o. the law. 


The NCAA and athletic conferences make laws and the mem- 
bers break them. Maryland got a year and a day last season for 
cold-shouldering Southern Conference law. Football and all col- 
lege athletics live in a glass house these days. The Southern 
Conference has made its rule. The rule should stick. There should 
be no special dispensation. for any member. If Maryland cares 
to belt, that’s Maryland’s aftair, thoygh I understand from good 
sources that Maryland prefers to regain its good standing with 
its league. 

But of course, $170,000 would make an excellent replacement for 
good standing. 
I'd like to see the match, Maryland-Tech. But I wonder if it’s the

that this man can be seen almost daily driving in East 
a. 

When he originally applied for a driver’s license on 
June 18, 1943—immediately after his 16th birthday— 
he admitted on the application blank: “I can’t see good 
in one eye.” In the written examination on road rules 
and in the road test, however, he scored well above 90. 

Two years after he obtained the license, records 
show, his bouts with the police began. 

His file at the State Patrol and in the Atlanta police —- 
traffic bureau shows 45 arrests—three on charges of 
drunk driving; 12 on speeding; nine on driving while the 
license was in suspension or revocation; four on reckless 
driving; eight on overrunning red lights or stop signs; 
three on leaving the scene of an accident; two on violat- 
‘ing the state motor vehicle law; two on drunk in an auto; 
one on transporting lottery and one on riding double on 
a motorcycle. 

Capt. W. P. Grinstead of the State Patrol driver 
responsibility section said his office had received numer- 
ous complaints that the man continues to drive despite 
the fact that his license has been canceHed indefinitely 
by two separate courts. 

However, Grinstead explained he has only one 
trooper assigned to serve suspension orders, pick up auto 
license plates and registration certificates in Fulton, 
Cobb, Rockdale, DeKalb and Clayton counties. He said 
he has no available manpower for enforcement. 

Atlanta officers obviously feel that another arrest 
on charges of driving while the license is in revocation 
probably would bring no more lasting results than the 
previous nine arrests for that same offense. 

Like most other Georgia cities, Atlanta operates 
upon an entirely independent traffic enforcement basis. 
Each driver is charged on his driver record only with 
offenses that occur inside the city. 

No attempt is made to get from the State Patrol a 
record of convictions, even from a nearby county such 
as DeKalb. 

Since the information is not interchanged and the 
various agencies are not co-ordinated it is possible for 
one court to follow the other in suspending or revoking
